City Health Officer Anthony Mur­ 
phy has received a report from the 
state hygienic laboratory at Madison 
upon samples of the water from var­ 
ious artesian and public wells in the 
city, which he sent there for exam­ 
ination for the purpose of determ in­ 
ing the am ount of normal chlorine 
contents. 
The state is making a strong e f­ 
fort to afd the different 
cities 
in 
finding out the condition of their wa- 
ter and the state official report on 
the samples of La Crosse water 
is 
very gratifying. 
The num ber of bacteria per cent, 
growing at blood heat (< 99 degrees 
F .) are reported as three. 
The num ­ 
ber growing at this heat should be 
small in pure water. 
The number of 
bacteria per cent in gelatine, incu­ 
bated at 6m degrees F . was 700. This 
number is also considered small, as 
all wells contain more or less bac­ 
terial life, unless it may be spring 
supplies. 
The num ber of acid pro­ 
ducing bacteria p^r cent was none. 
The presence of acid producing bac­ 
teria is indicative of sewerage pollu­ 
tion and the pregenoe of colon cr 
fecal bacteria is looked upon with 
much suspicion, so th at Health Offi­ 
cer M urphy feels much gratified with 
the report.
